WORLD'S PAIH Guoirans, CHICAGO, 


June 1.—There is no denying that the 
treasury department of the fair is 
pressed for ready money although the 
banks which are represented in the 
local corporation &tand ready to ad- 
vance money at any time to tide the ex- 
position over. But money is owing to 
contractors and employes and the 
former find much difficulty m Retting 
quick and full payment of their claims. 
Treasnror Seeber^cr Is surrounded to 
MB office at the grounds day by day by 
contractors or their agents who need 
money due tliem for work on buildings 
etc , as much as the treasurer needs 
the money to pay them with. He Is 
compeled to resort to all kinds of dig- 
nified excuses for "standing them off" 
but some have been waiting two months 
after their contracts have been com- 
pleted and their vouchers passed. . 


There will be a severe policy of re- 


trenchment in all departments oi the 
fair beginning next month The dis- 
charge of 2,000 employes is contem- 
plated; the distribution of passes 1s to 
be kept within the narrowest limits 
poasible, and even Maj Handy, who

fice when the examiner got hold of cer- 
tain important files by force. Van 
Leuven declares that the official ex- 
ceeded his powers and threatens to in- 
stitute suit on this ground. He has re-

money. The utter inability of the pres- 
ent administration to do anything to 
reassure business has made it extremely 
hazardous to do business. 


In the eastern money centers there is 


not only fear that the administration is 
unable to master the financial problem, 
bnt there ia also fear that it Congress is 
called together its action will make mat- 
ters still worse.

men wen enthusiastic over the elaborate 
scheme of stage presentation.

Simple ana Warming and Bald to 


Be Certain in Action. 


Mr. Lane, an Eastern traveler and 


Orientalist, recommends the following 
treatment fcr cholera:

1813, while cholera was raging than, h» 
was informed that there was an English- 
man in a small neighboring village that 
effected a speedy mm in au esses wbioh 
be had an opportunity ot treating. The 
number of oases waa sixty-two, and many 
at them wen very malignant. 
"I subsequently learned that Us mode 


Of treatment was practiced with equalsuc- 
eess in Bpsin, Constantinople and India, 
and was never followed by typhus or ty- 
phoid fever, which proved fatal in many 
cases, when the cholera itself bad bean 
subdued by other meacs. Upon applj- 
ing to him I received the following direc- 
tions, whioh I practiced in B tew DBMS 
which ooonmd in my house and else- 
where, with invariable euooees. 


"If the patients have not vomited the 
poisonous matter which is characteristic 
ot the disease, and which resembles rice 
water, give a teaspoontnl powdered mus- 
tard in a tumbler ot odd water as BO 
emetic. 
After vomiting, whether pro- 


dnoed by the disease or the above means, 
within a few minutes give a wineglaasful 
ot brandy, with ten grains of oapdonm, 
powdered cayenne pepper stirred up in 
it. This generally produce* almost im- 
mediate relief, and-within an hour rest, 
perspiration and sleep. In a few oases 
it was found necessary to give half B dose 
ot the brandy and oapaioam after halt an 
hour or mon. A eeoond half dcse was 
never required, but should it be required 
it may be given. No other fluid should 
be drank before recovering. To aooaler- 
nte convalescence it has been suggested 
that fifteen drops of mixtnn ot the 
spirits of ammonia and sulphuric ether 
in equal parts may be edvantageoaaly 
given three or four times daring we fol-

Condition of Crops. 


In the northern counties of the state, 


where tbe rainfall was not heavy, corn 
planting was vigorously pushed; in some 
localities finished. In the central and 
southern counties fair progress waa 
made until 25th to 26th, when excessive^ 
rain put a stop to this work. Many 
fields were flooded. The reports indicate 
that many fields will be replanted, owing 
to the seed rotting in tbe ground. The 
early planted is reported coming along 
nicely, bnt needs warmth and sunshine 
to make good growth. Maoonpin, Case, 
Henry, Jaeper, Jefferson and Union 
counties report the appearance ot out 
worms in the corn. No material change 
is reported in the condition ot wheat in 
tha osntral and northern counties; tbe 
crop will be light. In the southern coun- 
ties it is still in good condition and bead- 
ing nicely. In Ozark the Johnson county 
correspondent reports considerable cheat 
wheat in that vioimty. Meadows and 
jpasturee are generally in fine condition. 
In Washington, Gallatin and Jefferson 
counties the army worm is injuring the 
meadows. Bnt little change in the pros- 
pects tor trait since last report. Some 
sections report trait trees blown down 
by the high wind on the 20tb. Oats 
generally are reported in fine condition, 
with prospects of a large yield. Bye is 
reported heading in the northern coun- 
ties. Gardens are making slow growth, 
owing to continued cold weather.
